His frame is muscular and powerful; iiis 
eye is Used upon his broken but hanging 
chain; his brow is knotted in deep thought. 
This is tho new negro. What is ho doing? 
He is thinking! And by tho power of 
thought ho will think off those chains ti'id 
have both hands free to help you to build 
this country and make a grand destiny for 
himself. In generous affection for our na- 
tive soil, in fealty to our institutions and 
in a universal love for all men, his spirit 
is that of his fathers made over. Being to 
the manor born, he cannot bo alienated in 
sentiment and patriotic devotion to the in- 
stitutions of the south and of tho whole 
country. 
It is noteworthy, however, that' 


this negro has had born in him the con- 
sciousness of a racial personality under the 
blaze of a now civilization. With this new 
birth of tho soul ho longs for an opportu- 
nity to grow into the proportions of a new 
nnd diviner manhood that shall take its 
place in the ranks of one common human- 
ity.
